Pfc. J . D. Hay es Died 
In J ap Prison Camp In 
Philippines J une 5, 19 42 


On Wednesday of this week, Mr. 
and Mrs. 
R. 
C. Hay es receiv ed a 
letter from the 
War Department, 
which confirmed the death of their 
son, J . D. Hay es, who was reported 
missing in the Philippines in 19 42. 
In a prev ious m essag e, he was re­ 
ported “ presumably dead.” The let­ 
ter, dated J une 15, 19 45, is a* fol­ 
lows: 


“ I am writing y ou relativ e to my 
prev ious letter in wdiich y ou Were 
reg retfully informed that a Finding 
of Death had been made in the case 
of 
y our son, 
Priv a te 
First Class 
J . D. Hay es, 
18 ,036 ,36 1, Infantry , 
and that the presumptiv e date of his 
death had been 
established as of 
J uly 1, 19 44. 


“ An official report has now been 
receiv ed that he died in a Prisoner 
of War Camp in the Philippine Isl­ 
ands on J une 5, 19 42, as a result of 
cerebral malaria. 
“ Sincerely , J . A. Ulio, Maj. Gen.” 
J . D. Hay es wa s born a t Neinda, 
Dec. 22, 19 19 . He enlisted in the 
Reg ular Army , Feb. 20, 19 41, and 
was sent to the Philippine Islands 
in March of that y ear. He was plac­ 
ed in Co. E, 8 1st Infantry . He was 
captured at Bataan. 


Surv iv ors are his parents; three 
brothers, Tech Sg t. G. W. Hay es, of 
California, Bert Hay es of Merkel, 
and Billy Ray H a y es of Hamlin; and 
two sisters, Misses Bessie and Emma 
Gene Hay es of Hamlin.

STAFF SGT. EARL E. SMITH 


A full y ear is a m ig hty short time 
for most people, but for a y oung 
man, not long married, with a daug h­ 
ter back home, and a million me­ 
mories of his home-land, 36 5 day s 
mean a long time, especia lly if that 
y oung man has spent nearly ev ery 
day of that y ear in a German Prison 
Camp. . . that, in short, is the full 
story of Staff Sg t. Earl E. Smith, 
member of the Air Forces, who ar­ 
riv ed in Hamlin last Sunday from 
being a 
prisoner of war, coming 
hundreds of miles throug h Germany 
under German g uards, being rescued 
by the Eng lish, making his way west 
throug h Belg ium, across to Eng land, 
then across the Atla ntic by ship to 
New York, and down to San An­ 
tonio and up to “ Dear Old Hamlin” 
. . .y es, for a soldier like that, a 
y ea r is a long time. 
But Sg t. Earl Smith is at home 
now. 
He has been 
bubbling ov er 
with happiness all this week. . .has 
finally made the acquaintance of his 
daug hter, 
Mary 
Louise, 
now 
14 
months of ag e, and in the flow of 
g la dness, his wife, his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wood Smith, and other re­ 
la tiv es, and a host of friends of 
Hamlin hav e shared g enerously . Con­ 
g ratulations, Earl. We hope y ou will 
nev er hav e to fig ht in another war. 
There are hardly a ny secrets now 
but can be told about Earl. His ov er­ 
sea s unit was the 7 55 Bomb. Sqdn., 
458 th Bomb. Group, with the Eig hth 
AAF in Eng land. 
Earl was born in the Hamlin com­ 
munity , April 11, 19 24. He g radu­ 
a ted from Hamlin Hig h School in 
19 42, and the same y ear, entered 
the Air Forces, and also in the same 
y ea r, was married to Miss Craig o- 
lene 
Elmore. 
Before 
joining 
the 
serv ice, he worked in the F & M 
National Bank in Hamiln. He took 
his training at Scott Field, 111., in 
radio; attended g unners school at 
Ty ndal Field, Fla., and receiv ed his

Mass. 
Earl landed in Scotland on 
D-Day . He g ot to make two missions 
ov er Germany before g oing down, 
J une 29 , and was reported missing ;

In spite of an “ of!” season sc far 
as in come is con cern ed, farm War 
Bon d leaders are n ow makin g prepa­ 
ration s for sellin g more bon ds to 
farm ers ’ du rin g the Sev en th War 
Loan than in an y prev iou s Driv e, 
accordin g to M. L. Predmore, Chief 
of the Ag ricu ltu ral Section , War 
Fin an ce Div ision , Treasu ry Depart­ 
men t. With the help of cou n try ban k­ 
ers they ’re ou t to con v in ce the men 
who till the soil that they shou ld 
con v ert their ^ex pan ded ban k ac­ 
cou n ts in to bon ds. 
“ Farme-rs, 
like 
all 
American s, 
hav e been bu ildin g u p ban k deposits 
an d cu rren cy holdin g s ev er sin ce the 
war started,” Predmore said. “ On 
Jan u ary 1. 1920, ag ricu ltu re held cu r­ 
ren cy an d ban k deposits totalin g 
slig htly ov er 4 billion dollars. The 
1945 fig u re is n ot av ailable, bu t it is 
ex pected to be in ex cess of 10 bil­ 
lion .” 
With larg er operation s an d in ­ 
creased costs farm ers mu st hav e 
more operatin g capital than in 1940, 
bu t they don ’t n eed 10 billion , in 
Predm ore’s 
opin ion . 
He 
believ es 
farm ers can an d will pu t a su bstan ­ 
tial portion of these cash reserv es 
in to War Bon ds. 
When they g o ou t to sell War 
Bon ds to farm ers in the Sev en th, 
War Fin an ce Committees throu g h­ 
ou t the n ation will stress person al 
solicitation . A pu rv ey macje follow­ 
in g the Six th War Loan 
sho rwed that 
57 percen t of the farm ers who were 
perso nally so licited bo ug ht bo nds.

nerve pathway s in the brain. These 
paths were in the basal ganglia, 
which are lemon sized organs, mid­ 
way between the tem ples and the 
back of the head. 
Several surgical operations have 
been tried but none had a high per­ 
centage of success. 
Dr. Klemme’s 
operation came from a shrewd guess 
about what goes on among some 
terns of thousands of brain nerve 
fibers. 
Palsy victims can m ake any vol­ 
untary movements they wish. 
But 
they cannot stop shaking when they 
want to relax . 
Their 
voluntary 
movements are directed from an 
area of the brain near the top of 
the head known as the motor cortex . 
This voluntary center lies between 
the premotor area and the lemon 
shaped ganglia. 
Dr. Klemme rea­ 
soned that normally the premotor 
and the ganglia m aintain a nerve 
energy balance, which the voluntary 
motor area interrupts when, for in­ 
stance, a person wants to move his 
hand. 
With some of the ganglia known 
to be destroy ed, Dr. Klemme rea­ 
soned further that the balance was 
upset, leaving the prcmotor area to 
cause the uncontrollable shaking. He 
took out the area and in most cases 
the shaking stopped. 
Removing the 
premotor part of a human brain 
does not appear to cause mental or 
phy sical damage.

The Church 


The word, Ekklesia, from which the word church is translated, 
is used one hundred and fifteen times in the New Testament. It is 
translated “church” one hundred and twelve times; in the singular 
form severity -six times, and in the plural thirty -six ; three times it 
is rendered “assembly .” 
(Acts 19:32; 39, 41) 


The church is the New Testament institution; it is not to be 
found in the Old Testament, save by prophecy and in ty pes—never 
in reality . The Lord Jesu§ used the word three times. In Matt. 
16:18, he said: “Upon this rock will I build my church,” and in. 
Matt. 18:17, he was instructing his disciples on reconciliation and 
church discipline. 


Beginning with the book of Acts, the word is used profusely ; 
to be ex act, one hundred and nine times. Acts of the Apostles gives 
the history of the church, its establishment, and the record of its 
thirty y ears’ work in evangelizing the world. Here, the shadows 
give place to reality , the prophecies of the church find fulfillment, 
. and the material prepared by Christ during his personal ministry 
on earth is placed into the building—his promise bo burld the'<nAirch 
. is ex ecuted. The first Pentecost following the resurrectiofi of Jesus 
js the birthday of the church. After this raennmaible day , the 
, spired, writers speak of “the church— in Jerusalem” ; “the churches 
established” ; ‘'the church of the Gentiles” ; “the ehtorch o frUod at 
Corinth,” and “the church of the Lord” is every where toiad(? known. 
No such ex pressions are found before the book of Acts. 


The church is ex ceedingly definite. These ex pressions abound; 


3. -<‘T,he church,” without modifiers, is used six ty -two times; “the 
’ churches,” twenty -nine times; “the church of God”, “the churches 
of God”, the body of Christ, “the church which is his body ”, “the 
head of the body , the church.” It is never translated “a church.” 
The modern denominational conception of the church is unknown 
bo the New Testament. The church of the New Testament is that 
institution aver which Christ is the head (Eph. 1:22-23)-, in which 
God dwells (Eph. 2:21-22), and k>f which every saved person is a 
member. (Rom. 12:4-5) 


The term church is used in the New Testament in a three­ 
fold way . 
(1) To include all the saved, the redeemed in the ag­ 
gregate (Matt. 16:18; Eph. 1:22-23; Col. 1:18); (2) To include 
the saved of certain provinces. “So the church throughout Judvu 
and Galilee and Samaria had peace” (Acts 9;31). Local congregor- 
tions of these provinces met regularly , but the provincial church 
never assembled. (3) The leading idea of the church is local; The 
church in 
Jerusalem (Acts 8 ;1); the church at Corinth (I Cor. 
1:2); the church of Thessalonica (I 
Thes. 1:1) and the seven 
churches of Asia (Rev. 1:4). 
The local congregation is God’s 
working unit. Each local church had Christ as the head (Eph. 1:22- 
23), invested with all authority Olatt. 28:18); its ciders to over­ 
see and direct (Titus 1:5); its deacons to serve (I Tim. 3:8 ); its 
evangelist to preach the word (Acts 21:8; Eph. 4:11); its teachers 
to instruct (Acts 13:1); its members to co-operate (Acts 6:2); and 
the word of God to direct in all things (II Tim. 3:16-17). 


This local assembly included the saved in its community . In 
its locality , it was God’s divine institution to preach the gospel. It 
was independent of all other local assemblies, and it respected the 
equal rights of all other New Testament churches. It could, and 
often did, co-operate with other congregations in any good work- 
work too large for one church to assume the full support. Thus, 
the local church is strikingly emphasized in the New Testament.
